The measure the President ap- 


proved at his vacation headquar- 
ters provides for admittance 
of 


up to 70,000 aliens now barred 
from the United States. It falls 
far short of what he asked. 


Eisenhower, in a statement, urg- 


ed that Congress give careful at- 
tention to more far-reaching re- 
vision of the immigration and na- 
tionality law when the lawmakers 
reconvene in January. 


The President said he also was 


disappointed that Congress did not 
provide for 
basing 
immigration 


quotas on the population census 
for 1950 instead of on the 1920 
census as at present.

Huge Army Dredge Sinks 
In Crash With Freighter 


Coos Bay, Ore. (IP)—A huge 


Army dredge sank in Coos Bay 
channel last night minutes after it 
was rammed by a Norwegian 
freighter. Three members of the 
dredge crew died, another was 
missing and six were injured. 


There was no casualty aboard 


the freighter, the 375-foot Thor- 
shall, which was outbound for San 
Francisco with a crew of 35. 


The dredge, the 268-foot Ros- 


sell, sank to the bottom of the 
shallow channel within five min- 
utes. The prow of the freighter 
knifed into its port side, breaking 
open two of its three water-tight 
bulkheads. 


Only hours before, the dredge 


crew had been, presented with a 
plaque for two years of accident- 
free operation.

Officials Hesitate to Comment 
On Death Sentence Given Boy 


Harrisburg (IP) — Isiah Deuce 


Green, 15-year-old Philadelphian 
sentenced to die in the electric 
chair for the murder of a 75-year- 
old druggist would become the 
youngest person ever executed in 
Pennsylvania if the sentence is 
carried out within three years. 


Since 
Pennsylvania's 
electric 


chair was first used in 1915, the 
youngest murderer electrocuted to 
date was Alexander McClay Wil- 
liams of Delaware County. 
He 


was executed in 1931 about a 
month and a half before his 19th 
birthday. 


Green pleaded guilty to shoot- 


ing the druggist in a Philadelphia 
holdup. He was sentenced Monday 
by Judge Byron A. Milner. 


Most state officials were reluc- 


tant to comment on the Green 
case although at least one, Col. 
E. J. Henry, state police commis- 
sioner, thought it was a proper 
sentence. Henry said that "if they 


(children) are old enough to go 
out and deliberately kill people I 
see no reason why they shouldn't 
be dealt with the same as any- 
body else." 


Members of the Pardon Board 


had similar feelings. Lt. Gov. Roy 
E. Furman, chairman, said, "It 
strikes me as rather unusual but 
I have no thoughts about it at this 
time." 


Genevieve Blatt, board member, 


said, "I would not want to seem 
to prejudice any case which might 
come before the board but anyone 
who knows the difference between 
right and wrong — regardless of 
age—must be held fully account- 
able for his actions." 


The Rev. Richard T. S. Brown, 


a member of the State Parole 
Board, declared he is opposed to 
capital punishment "but except for 
the death penalty I'm for the 
maximum punishment thai; the law 
allows for heinous crimes."

Encyclical Letter 


Deals 


With TV and Radio 


Vatican City (IP)—Pope Pius 


XH in an encyclical letter to bish- 
ops of the Roman. Catholic Church 
today called upon them to organize 
offices similar to the Legion of De- 
cency to coordinate church activ- 
ity in the fields of radio and tele- 
vision. 


The Legion of Decency ia con- 


cerned with motion pictures and 
their moral and religious prob- 
lems. 


The letter, dated Sept. 8 and 


made public today, said motion 
pictures, 
radio 
and television 


should be used for the material and 
spiritual improvement of men's 
lives. 


Hailing these "remarkable in- 


ventions," the 81-year-old Pope un- 
derlined that although they are re- 
sults of men's ingenuity they are 
"nevertheless the gifts of God, our 
creator." 


The 6,000-word encyclical is the 


first to deal With radio and tele- 
vision. 


It follows one issued by Pope 


Pius XI m 1936.

Soviets Will 
Not Withdraw 
From Hungary

United Nations, N. Y. (IP) 


—Britain declared today the 
U. N. must look to Moscow 
rather than Budapest to end 
the 'brutal repression" In Hun- 
gary. British Minister of State 
Allan Noble told a special 
meeting of the 81-notlon Gen- 
eral Assembly that "this re- 
pression has only been made 
possible by Russia's flagrant 
interference in Hungary's in- 
ternal affairs." For this rea- 
son, he said, the U. N. should 
negotiate with the Soviet Un- 
ion to seek a solution. Despite 
a bitter Soviet attack yester- 
day on the U. N. attempts to 
help the Hungarian people, 
Noble expressed hope that the 
Russians might yet be induced 
to heed world opinion and 
withdraw their Soviet armed 
lorces.

United Nations, N. Y. (&)— 


The Soviet Union dashed any hope 
today that world public opinion 
soon will force Russian troops to 
withdraw from Hungary. 


The Russians made their posi- 


tion clear less than six hours after 
the 81-nation Assembly met yes- 
terday to debate a committee re- 
port that Soviet troops suppressed 
a popular Hungarian uprising last 
fall. , 


Soviet Delegate Arkady A. Sobo- 


lev asked the Assembly to drop 
the Hungarian question. He said 
Soviet troops were In Hungary 
"carrying out their international 
duties" under the Warsaw Pact. 


Sobolev declared that the "tem- 


porary 
stationing" 
of 
Soviet 


troops In Hungary was strictly a 
matter for the Soviet Union and 
Hungary to decide. 


Also before the-Assembly is a 


U.S.-backed resolution calling for 
an end to "repressive measures 
against the Hungarian people." 


In introducing the resolution, 


Henry Cabot Lodge of the United 
States said the 36 sponsoring na- 
tions had faith that "the wheel 
of history can, with God's help 
and steadfast human effort be 
made to move toward justice and 
truth." 


He said Hungarians could be re- 


lieved of their troubles "if the So- 
viet Union, which exercises mili- 
tary power in Hungary, will re- 
spond to the judgments of world 
opinion." 


Hungarian Delegate Peter Mod 


ended Hungary's nine-month boy- 
cott of U. N. debates on. the Hun- 
garian question. But he contended 
the U. N. consideration of the 
question violated a charter provi- 
sion forbidding the organization to 
take a hand in domestic matters. 


Hurricane Is Showing 


Signs of Weakening 


Miami, Fla. 
(IP) — Hurricane 


Carrie held close to Its position, 
1,825 miles east-southeast, of Mi- 
ami, today and the U. S. Weather 
Bureau said the storm showed 
signs of weakening. 


The Weather Bureau's advisory 


issued at 6 a. m., EST said the 
weakening1 was expected to be 
"temporary" and little over-all 
change was expected in size or 
intensity during the following 12 
hours. 


Future movement of the storm, 


was uncertain, the Weather Bu- 
reau said, but Carrie was expect- 
ed to move toward a northwester- 
ly direction at about five miles an 
hour. 


That would be a slight change 


in direction from that set for the 
storm last night. 


Forecaster H. W. Davis said if 


the hurricane completed a turn to 
the north it would find several 
hundreds of miles of open water 
and "that would be the end of it."

Nashville, 
Tenn. 
(JP)—Grim- 


faced Nashville policemen, deter- 
mined to "stop any more trouble 
before it gets started," arrested 
segregationist John Kasper and 10 
Negroes before midmormng as in- 
tegrated 
classes 
resumed this 


morning. 


Kasper, self-styled "rabble rous- 


er" from New Jersey, was seized 
shortly after midnight and held in 
jail without bond on charges of in- 
citing to riot. It was his third ar- 
rest here in 12 hours. 


The 10 Negroes, including two 


juveniles, were arrested by cruis- 
ing policemen near various inte- 
grated city schools. They weie 
charged with carrying firearms. 


Asst. Police Chief F. W. Muller 


said some of them carried pistols 
and some shotguns and were taken 
into custody within two blocks of 
integrated schools. Police kept all 
outsiders from coming any closer. 


Meantime, Mayor Ben West and 


city school officials sought a fed- 
eral injunction against the Nash- 
ville activities of Kasper, already 
under two federal court convic- 
tions in similar cases at integrated 
Clinton High School, in East Ten- 
nessee. 


West said he will attempt to 


have Kaspar's bonds canceled in 
the Clinton convictions, now on ap- 
peal. 


The third day of integrated first 


grade classes, where the races 
mixed for the first time this week, 
resumed without incident but with 
continued sharply reduced attend- 
ance.

Pennsylvania Girding Itself 
For Expected Outbreak of Flu 


By ARNOLD McKAY 


Harrisburg (IP) —Pennsylvania 


is girding itself for the expected 
outbreak of Asian flu. 


Preparations, as of today, are 


largely of the local and county 
level. 
The state holds that the 


problem since its inception has 
been one best dealt with private- 
ly. Indeed, even in the counties, 
the groups that have things roll- 
ing seem not to be governmental. 


Protection against an epidemic, 


officials say, is beset by so many 
variables and imponderables that 
it is hard, if not impossible to 
predict what the overall outcome 
will be.

Imagine, then, a high hill swell- 


ing upwards from the suburbs of a 
dreary little industrial town.

literally hundreds of thousands of 
them. 
And all gaze toward the 


towering church, rising in a surge 
of baroque pinnacles from 
the 


same tall bastions that the monks 
held against the Swedes. 


Suddenly, along the battlements, 


the long procession of the Euchar- 
ist winds it way, banner after ban- 
ner, choir after choir. 
A monk 


stationed by the high temporary 
altar, erected on the church-front, 
gives a signal through a loud- 
speaker. 
The crowd burst, full- 


throated, into the hymn recounting 
Jasna Gora's miracle, "On the 
Heights of Czestochawa." 


For a long hour the people stand, 


singing hymn after 
hymn and 


watching the platform round the 
altar gradually fill with the church- 
men of the procession. Last come 
the Bishops of Poland, splendid in 
their vestments of rich mitres. 
Alas, a closer view reveals chasu- 
bles sadly confected of old lace 
curtains and capes made of the 
shoddy silk of Communist Peking. 
The Church in Poland today is not 
rich in this world's goods. 


Suddenly there is a hush. Ste- 


fan, Cardinal Wyszynski quietly 
takes his place under the scarlet 
canopy that stands by the altar's 
sides. The wise eyes in the pale, 
ascetic face briefly survey the 
scene. 
Music breaks the silence 


and Baranjak, Archbishop of Poz- 
nan—that place name heavy with 
memories—begins the celebration 
of the mass. The crowd joins the 
responses as though this were a 
single Paris church holding hun- 
dreds instead of hundreds of thous- 
ands; and after consecration of the 
host the whole multitude sinks to 
its knees. 


When the mass is ended, the 


Cardinal enters the pulpit and 
again there is a moment of silence 
while he stands, vividly outlined

against the white draperies, a com- 
manding figure in brilliant scarlet. 
Then he speaks, telling the story of 
Poland's dedication to the Virgin 
Mary by King Jan Kazimierz, and 
saying that this is a time to renew 
the dedication with an oath. And 
slowly, in a strong masculine voice, 
he repeats the oath. 


It is a curious oath, resembling 


a set of New Year's resolutions on 
a national scale. 
One catches 


echoes of certain exhortations to 
the people by Poland's Communist 
government in Warsaw-—exhorta- 
tion against the absenteeism that 
afflicts industry, the alcoholism 
that is a curse in this country, the 
disorderliness and lack of disci- 
pline that has appeared here since 
freedom returned. But whether or 
no the crowd also catches these 
echoes, all follow the Cardinal 
when he asks them to repeat after 
him: 


"We swear to thee, Mary, Queen 


of Poland, we swear to thee!" 


Then the slender hand is raised 


in blessing. 
At a signal, with a 


passion that fills the hilltop air, the 
whole multitude breaks into Po- 
land's battle hymn, "Great God 
Through Ages Protector of This 
Polish Land." And so the morning 
comes to an end; and the sea of 
people flows away again, to picnic 
in the sunshine and queue up by- 
thousands to say their prayers be- 
fore Jasna Gora's Virgin image. 


But in the dusk, when the enor- 


mous bulk of the fortress monas- 
tery shows black aginst the eve- 
ning sky, the sea of people flows 
back into the plaza, more numer- 
ous than ever. 
Here and there 


candles 
shielded 
by 
workworn 


hands made points of winking 
light. 
Once again the old hymns 


sound out while the procession 
wind along the battlements. Once 
again, when the service begins, 
all these hundreds of thousands 
join together in chanting the litany 
to the Virgin. And this time, the 
Cardinal himself preaches to his 
people. The sermon is not unlike 
the morning oath, pressing the 
government a little on such conten- 
tious points as the difficult situa- 
tion of Poland's Catholic press, but 
above all exhorting the people to 
be good citizens, even exhorting 
the miners to bring up more coal. 


"You 
must understand," the Car- 


dinal tells the listening thousands, 
"that what could not be destroyed 
by erroneous political doctrine can 
still be ruined by national demoral- 
ization. 
You are a generation of 


heroes, and to you God has given 
a serious a duty—not to lose what 
was saved by the blood of your 
fathers." 


So the sermon ends. Once more, 


with the same strange, resonant 
passion, the whole multitude sings 
Poland's battle hymn. 
And then 


all is over and it is time to journey 
homeward through the night. Such 
was this modern miracle of Jasna 
Gora. 
If you think about it, it 


says a good deal about this new 
Poland whose two leaders, linked 
in unlikely partnership, are the 
brave veteran Communist, Wladys- 
law Gomulka and the brave Prince 
of the Church, Stefan, Cardinal 
Wyszynski.

_ an average. In other words, half the families in the 
United States made more than $4,783 and the. other 
half made less. No true figure could be determined 
since exact figures ~v\ ere not asked of families report- 


i ing total income of 515,000 or more.

The median for city dwellers moved up over the 


". year from $4,840 to $5.221. For rural non-farmers it 
^jumped from $4,328 to 54,619 and for f a r m e r s it 
' moved from $2,111 to $2,371. 


A Census Bureau spokesman says the increase in 


: farm income was tied directly to nonfarm activities. 


He says there is evidence that more and more farmers 
are spending more and more time working off the 
farm.

The first major change in the 


State's registration system in the 
51-year history of the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles will go into effect 
next year when Pennsylvania ve- 
hicle owners receive semi-perman- 
ent five-year license plates for the 
first time. 


The administration approved use 


of the new plates last April 26. 
They predicted that the new sys- 
tem would save the Commonwealth 
$1,363,000 over a five-year period. 


• Beginning next year, the Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles will issue one 
aluminum registration plate (with 
yellow numerals on a clue back- 
ground) which will be used for five 
years, or through 1962. Validation 
tabs, also aluminum, will be issued 
yearly starting in 1959. The re- 
newal tab will be bolted to the j 
license plate, which will be at- j 
tached to the rear of the vehicle as I 
at present. 


Vehicle registration procedure is 


unchanged. 
Applications for the 


new plates and registration cards 
will be mailed but by the Bureau 
early in February, 1958. Registra- 
tion cards and license plates will 
be mailed to vehicle owners as soon 
as possible after the completed 
application .and the ?10 registra- 
tion fee.are returned. Tags may 
be placed on vehicles after March 
15 and must be displayed on ,ve-

savings during the following four 
years in the manufacture of only 
validation tabs, coupled with a 
reduction in postage charges, will 
save the State a minimum of $1,- 
363,000. The State expects to save 
this amount despite an anticipated 
increase of 500,000 registrations 
from 1958 through 1962. 


The State estimated that the 


cost of issuing steel plates annual- 
ly for the-next five years would be 
$4,121,891. 
This compares to an 


estimated 52,758,481 that would be 
spent to issue the new aluminum 
plate and renewal tabs from, 1958 
to 1962. 


The aluminum, tags for 1959 will 


cost the State .1875 cents each, 
compared- to .1265 cents each for 
the steel tag. 
But the renewal 


tabs will cost only three-and-one- 
half cents each and postage on 
them is only a cent-and-a-ha.lf. 


Postage for steel plates is six J 


cents., and postage for the' 1958 
aluminum tag will be four cents. 


Following approval of the new 


system, an administration spokes- 
man said: 


"We have conducted an exten- 


sive survey on the merits of this 
program. 
It has been discussed 


with motor vehicle administrators 
in states^where the semi-perman- 
ent system is now working. I am 
convinced it Is not only a sound 
move administratively but is also 
one that will appeal to every tax 
conscious Pennsylvania motorist."
